- he facilities for traveling aflorded by 
steam; while they stir the very depths oi 
society and cove: land and sea with migra- 
tory myriads, create at the same time a pro- 
portionate need of extraordinary precautions 
against danger. The terrible catastrophes 
often miscalled “accidents,” which, on the 
railroads and rivers of the older States have 
so frequently tilled even the courageous with 
dread, bave fortunately, at the same time, 
had the salutary effect of moving the strong 
arm of legislation to interfere fur. the preven- 
tion of recklessness aud disaster. 

In England and on the Contiment. tus 
healthy precaution was awakened long avo, 
or rather, has exi-ted from the first: and ac- 
cidents which in our country scarcely excite 
remark, or only tind a brief entry in the 
“items” columns of the newspapers, are 
there—from the infrequency of their occur- 
rence—looked upon as “awful catastrophes.” 
and made a matter of the most searching ii- 
vestigation.

Europe, could be infused into the heated 
brain of “Young America.” Our desire of 
haste has grown into a passion that, like jea-

“visitation of God” by an extreme of courtesy 
towards men. And. how is this conviction to 
to be prevented’ The fact that So many ot 
the victims of disaster have been only super- 
annuated, unseaworthy craft, condemned at 
the Fast, and sent into the Pacifie for a last 
dying.effort at gain in a golden emergency, 
tends rather to strenethen than diminish the 
impression. And the shadows of suspicion 
which such cases cast around them are in 
wmminent danger of obscuring the name of 
the upright and meritorious, and throwing 
them into a “false position before the public. 
As the reputation of poor Tray was ruined 
by that of the dogs he ran with, so an honest 
shipwreck in company with so many suspi- 
cious ones, is in danger of incurring wn- 
merited Censure. 

The general subject of these remarks lias 
been stggested by the recent unfortunate 
loss of the Wintield Scott. Not that we 
would by any means place that edisaster an 
the suspicious category to which allusion has 
been mitle. So far as we have the means of 
knowing, it was an event involving nothing 
blameworthy on the part of any one conecern- 
ed. Indeed, the Commander ot the ship en- 
joys the reputation of being a very earetul 


and skillful navigator. But it is one ot 


long series of disasters on this coast in which 
the public are deeply interested. These dis- 
asters have not only jeopardized lives and 
property, not only atlected the profits and 
reputation of companies, but have tended to 
keep in a state of anxiety and alarm multi- 
tudes of hearts all over the land, which are 
beating in sympathy with husbands, brothers, 
or friends on this distant coast—anviety and 
alarm, lest suddeuly the news break upon 
them, that these loved ones have been hur- 
ried to an untimely death by. one of these 
treacherous human traps, which avarice, re. 
gardless alike of law, right and propriety, has 
crowded to suffocation with immortal beings, 
‘and sent with little care to meet the perils of 
a dangerous, and imperfectly explored coast. 
Hence, these calamities, even if they involve 
no personal blame in a particular case, never- 
theless provoke the serious inquiry, whether 
there is not, on the whole, a culpable lack of 
precaution on board our ocean steamers. 
Compared with the precautions usually ob- 
served in sailing vessels, those that exist on 
the steamers seem only an open mockery 
of danger. Not only do these new lod 
of the ocean defy alike scylla and charybdis. 
darkness and tempest, while ploughing their 
way through the deep, but they even cause 
fire itself to lose its terrors, when compelled 
to be their facile servant. Vulean not less 
than Neptune is treated with careless indiffer- 
ence. To see passengers reading in their 


q | berths by lamp-light—smoking in all parts 


of the ship—even lying half drunk, smoking 
themselves to sleep with pipe or segar, on 
dry mattrasses of straw—to say nothing of 
heated wood work in dangerous proximity to 
the glowing furnace which fills, like a caged 
voleano, the bowels of the ship—to see all 
the apparent carlessness of tire, which one 
cannot fail to see on board a steamer with its 
six hundred ora thousand passengers. excites 
only immeasurable astonishment that calami- 
p ties by fire are not even more numerous than 
those by flood. 
The remedies for most of these evils, or at 
least the means of their mitigation are obvi- 
ous. 
1: Let people hurry less. 
2. Let officers drink less. 
3. Let owners covet less. 
4. Let ships be less crowded, less frail, 
and less exposed tofire. 
5. Letour unemployed haval ofticers be pnt 
upon a more thorough survey of our new and 
crowded thoroughfates of oceanic travel and

shore. A-small portion of the mails and of 
the baggage was unfortunately lost. On Sun- 
day the California, coming up from) Panama, 
came to the wreck and took the female pas- 
sengers, children and specie, and brought 
them to this port. She lett again on Wed- 
nesday, to take the remaining passengers, 
who had been leftin comfortable cireumstan- 
ces on the Island, and convey them to Pana- 
ma. The Scott will be a total loss. 

No blame appears to be attached by any 
one to the officers of the ship. 

If the facts are correctly reported, howev- 
er, itadmits of some question, whether a due 
regard for the lives of many hundred human 
beings is consistent with running -a. steam- 
ship at full speed, at midnight, in a dense fog, 
in the known vicinity of islands, and under 
the influence of currents known to be uncer- 
tain and dangerous. After the loss of so ma- 
ny steamers on this coast, too much care can- 
not be taken to ensure safety’ even if it  in- 
volves some little delay. Haste. where there 
is danger, must have its limits. Life must 
stand before lucre.
